10 Other Sovereign Princes and States, 

0 to preferve their Subjects from ſuch E- 
Vils, ſtoop fo low, as, in ſome Mea- 


ſure, to become Tributary to thoſe 
Pyrates, by fending them annual Pre- 
fents; but how far ſuch Conduct is con- 
fiſtent with the Dignity of free and in- 
depetident Princes, is ſubmitted to the 
Cenſure of the Publick. | 
Some Umbrage may, perhaps, be 
taken againft this Scheme, on Account 
of Religion; but how often have Ca- 
tholick and Proteſtant Princes enter'd 
| | into 
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into Confederacies againſt their Neigh- 
bour indiſcriminately? And ſhall we 
now be ſurprized to ſee them forming 
Alliances againſt Infidels and Pyrates? 

Never was Opportunity more favou- 
rable ; Heaven ſeems to point out the 
Subverſion of the Turk; Empire, by 
ſuch a Concurrence of Incidents, as 
hath not been known, ſince the Doct- 
rine of Mahomet firſt apper'd in the 
World: A JunQure that exceeds the 
Wiſhes of the moſt ardent Chriſtzans ; 
when the Turks are ſo vigorouſly puſh- 
ed by the Pe. ſians, that the Turbant 
trembles upon the Head of the Arch- 
Infidel. . 

The Conqueſt of the Turki/o Em- 
pire is, at this Time, ſo practicable, 
that nothing is wanting to effect it, but 
a diſintereſted Union amongſt Ch iſti- 
an Powers; but ſhould they neglect 
this kind Opportunity, Poſterity will 
have juſt Reaſons to charge them with 
the moſt unwarrantable Supineneſs: 


But whatever Cenſures they may un- 


dergo in this Life, it is to be ſear'd, 
B 2 they 
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they will have a formidable Account 
to make for their Indolence before a 
Tribunal rhat cannot err. 

The perfect Calm and Tranquility 
in Chriſtendom ſeems to be another In- 
dication of the Divine Will; there 
are now great Armies on foot, inur'd 


to the Fatigues and Toils of War, and 


capable of performing the greateſt 
Exploits. | 

There are other Motives to animate 
the Chriſtians in this undertaking, and 
to convince ſome timerous People, 
that the Force now propoſed will be 
ſufficient to accompliſh it. 

The Hiſtory of the Cruzades will 
ſoon undeceive them; there they may 
obſerve that Godfrey of Bouillon, with 


leſs than two hundred thouſand Men, 


conquer'd Meſopotamia, Syria, and a 
great Part of the leſſer 4a, in the 
Space of three Vears; and that he 
and his Succeſſors had enjoyed the King- 
dom of Feruſalem for near a Century. 

The great Number of Chriſtians 
diſperſed thro? all Parts of the Turk: 


Dominions, 
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Dominions muſt be conſidered as an- 
other Incentive, ſince we may conclude, 
they will co-operate cheerfully in all 
Meaſures conſiſtent with their Security, 
for throwing off the Turk Slavery. 

The preſent mutinous and unſettled 
Diſpoſition of the Infidels, eſpecially 
at Conftantinople, will prove highly ad- 
vantageous to our Deſign ; in ſpite of 
all the Artifices, Intrigues and Dona- 
tives of the Ottoman Court on one 
Hand, and the moſt exquiſite Puniſh- 
ments on the other; yet ſuch is the vi- 
olent Paſſion of the People for a Re- 
volution, that it diſcoyers itſelf more 
and more every Day. 

Theſe Sheets are the Reſult of long 
and continued Labours, and tho? it 
would be Preſumption to ſay, the 
Scheme now propoſed to Chriſtian Pow- 
ers is not ſuſceptible of Improvement, 
yet this I have the Courage to affirm, 
that it is founded upon no other Mo- 
tives, but the Glory of God, and a ſer- 
vent Defire of diſplaying the Banners 
of Feſus Chriſt in the Infidel World.

To form a Project of conquering 
the vaſt Empire of Turkey ; to unite 
the ſeveral Powers who are to accom- 
pliſh it, who may have all different 
Intereſts and Expectations, to divide 
the Conqueſts; to deliniate a Plan for 
perpetuating the Tranquility of Chriſ- 
tendom, is a Task that may ſeem to be 
invincible to many; and as the Difh- 
culty mult be allow'd to be very great, 
I flatter myſelf with the Indulgence of 
che candid Part of the World, for 
luch Errors as will always attend 
great Deſigns. 

Some, perhaps, may be ſcrupulous e- 
nough to doubt, whether aWar againſt 
the Infidels be Juſtifiable upon this 
Scheme; but to obviate all Objections 
of that Kind, it will be ſufficient to 
lay, the Turks are not poſſeſo'd of one 
Foot of Ground in the World that was 
not acquir'd by Sacritege and Impoſture, 
by Violence, Treachery and Oppreſſion. 

The firſt Acquifitions in Europe 
were owing to the molt execrable Per- 
fidiouſneſs. 

John 
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John Palzologus Emperor of Con- 
flantinople, craving their Aſſiſtance a- 
gainſt ſome Grecian Princes, with 
whom he was at Variance, had ſoon 

Z Reaſon to bewail his Error; for after 

* theBarbarians had brought thoſe Prin- 

ces to Reaſon, they poſſeſſed themfelyes 
of the whole Country. 

Emanuel Palæologus, his Succeffor, 
fell into the like Miſtake , that un- 
' wary Prince concluded an Alliance 
with the Tyrant Bajazet, but it pro- 

duced no other Effect but to give him 
the better Opportunity of beſieging 
Conſtant inople, without any other Pre- 
tence but Ambition; and the Place 
muſt certainly have fallen into his 
Hands, had not the Appoach of 
Tamerlane prevented it. 

There is no Occaſion to have Re- 
courſe to Antiquity for Examples of 
the Turkiſh Perfidiouſnefs ; it is nat 
many Years fince they ſeized upon 
the Morea, in a Time of profound 

Peace, without the leaſt Umbrage, or 
* Right. e 
| But 
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But of all the glaring Inſtances of 
Treachery in the Hiſtories of Man- 


kind, there is nothing can parrallel that 


of the Turks invading ſome Years ago 
the Perſſan Territories, at a Time 
that unhappy Country was agitated 
and oppreſs'd with inteſtine War and 
Rebellion ; for in lieu of offering their 
Mediation towards terminating the 
Differences that gave Birth to thoſe 
Troubles, they ſeized upon the beſt 
Provinces of the Perfan Monarchy, 
without any Declaration of War, or 
any Pretence of Injuries. 

There was but one Perſon in their 
Divan, that had Virtue enough to op- 
pole that atrocious Invaſion, as un- 
worthy and baſe, but all Reaſoning 
was inaffectual. 

The Divine Vengeance hath fince 
juſtly purſued that accurſed Nation ; 
the unjuſt and tyrannical Invaſion of 
the Perfan Dominions has been the 
Source of their preſent Calamities; and 
it 18 very probable, that as Treachery 
gaye the firſt Settlement to the Power 


of 
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of the Turks, ſo it is in a fair Way of 
putting an End to it. But to conclude 
this Topick ; there can be no room to 
heſitate about the Motives of a War 
againſt them, ſince the Chr iſtians muſt 
be allow'd to have a Right to recover 
what the Infidels uſurp'd contrary to 
all the Rights of Mankind, and that 
every Sultan, upon his Inauguration 
makes a Solem Vow to deſtroy Chr i/- 
TINY, 
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Cardinal Alberoni, &C.

Othing has aftorded more 

A juſt Grounds of Complaint, 
and Grief to all good 
meaning Chriſtians, than 
to behold the Princes of 
Europe, carrying on unneceſſary, and 
often, unjuſt Wars againſt one another, 
and 
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and ſhedding Streams ofChri/tianBlood, 
in purſuit of imaginary Glory, or trif- 
ling and inconfiderable Conqueſts and 
frivilous Pretences, whilſt the invete- 
rate and profeſs'd Enemies of Chriſ- 
tianity are Maſters of ſeveral large 
and flouriſhing Provinces, and King- 
doms, in Europe and Africa, and are 
Lords of, almoſt, all Alia. 

Whoever would reflect with a Chri/- 
tian Eye, upon the Supine and prepoſ- 
terous Conduct of Chriſtian Powers, 
muſt be inclinable to think, they have 
been infatuated, or abandon'd to a State 
of Indolence that will amaze all Men 
capable of making Reflections: For 
to imagine, that one Chriſtian Prince 
ſhould make War upon another, on 
the Score of ſome ſmall Territory or 
Spot of Ground, when with the ſame 
Force and Expence, he might conquer 
large Kingdoms from Infidels, is ſhock- 
ing, and will ſcarcely gain Credit in 
diſtant Periods of Time; but the Chil- 
dren of this Generation can bear Teſ- 
timony of the Calamities, which the 
Ambition 
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Ambition of ſome Chriſtian Princes, 


and the Obſtinacy of others, have cre- 
ated in the World: What Ravages 
have we ſeen in Germany, in Flanders, 
in Italy, Spain and Portugal, Poland 
and Sweden * What Countries pillag'd 
and deſtroy'd, what Cities burnt and 
laid in Aſhes? , 

Had thole Arms, employed by 
Chriſtians in deſtroying one another, 
been turn'd againſt Infidels, what 
Glory muſt reſult from ſuch Atcheive- 
ments to Chriſtiany, and what Ad- 
vantages to Chriſtian Princes? 

Had Lewis XIV. ſent thoſe great 
and formidable Armies that raiſed ſo 


much Terror amongſt the Princes of 


Europe, to conquer Barbary, and deſ- 


troy the Pyrates of that Country, 


which diſturb the Commerce of the 
World; he would then have had an in- 
diſputable Right to the Title of Ho. 
Chriſtian : But it may not be proper to 
proceed any further on this Topick ; 
this, however, may be offer'd, that 
Temporal Views, Ambition, or Re- 

1 EY venge 
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venge have been the great Arcana, 
that hath given Motion to the Deſigns 
of Chriſtian Princes, tho' Religion has 
often been the enſnaring Pretext. 

It is to the ſame Spirit we muſt im- 
pute the Miſcarriage of all the Cruza- 
da Expeditions that were undertaken 
ſome Ages ago by Chriſtian Princes a- 
gainſt the Saracensand Turks ; for tho 
it muſt be granted, that C briſtian Zeal 
was the principal Motive to thoſe pi- 
ous Enterprizes, yet we muſt acknow- 
ledge with the greateſt Regret, that all 
Regard for Religion diſappear'd 
whenever it fell into Competition with 
worldly ExpeCtations and Dominion: 
Then aroſe the Spirit of Diſſention, 
which diſconcerted all ſuch laudable 
Projects, and ſometimes, animated, 
thoſe Princes againſt one another, to 
ſuch a Height of Madneſs, that they 
became a Prey to the common Enemy. 

Would to God I could draw a Veil 
over thoſe melancholy Times, but the 
will, however, be ſo far inſtructive, 
as to point out to us the Conſequences; 
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of the ſelfiſh and impudent Behaviour 
of thoſe Princes which may teach ſuch 
as embark in the preſent Deſign, a- 
void the Rocks that proved ſo fatal to 
their Predeceſſors. 

I 'am well appriz'd, ſome will tax 
me with having Views of Gain, or par- 


ticular Adyantages in propofing this 


Scheme. | 
Others again, that it is contrived to 


no other End, but to propagate the 


Religion I profeſs. 


But declare in the moſt ſolemn Man- 
ner, that I am actuated by no other 
Motive, but that of propagating the 
Chriſtian Religion, without the leaft 
Expectations of any Worldly Profit, or 
any Byaſs towards the Communion of 
which I am a Member, which ſhall be 
demonſtrated in the Sequel of this Eſ- 
fay, it being propoſed to place the Pro- 
teſtant Intereſt upon an Equality with 
that of the Cathol/ichs. 

It will prove an eaſy Task to me to 
remove ſuch Prejudices, ſince thoſe who 
are acquainted with my Life and Man-

ners, are ſo juſt to acknowledge on all 
Occaſions, that Wealth was never my 
Idol; and I can appeal to my own 
Conſcience, there is nothing in uſe, a- 
mongſt Men, more contemptible to 
me. 
Mere I a Man that delighted in 
Gain, few had more Opportunities of 
amaſling Riches; when the Duke of 
Vendoſme honour'd me with his Confi- 
dence in the Wars of Italy, I was in 
ſome Meaſure, his Treaſurer ; he often 
rallied me in the moſt agreeable Man- 
ner, for contemning Money, ſaying, 
he believ'd, I would never take much 
» Pains to find the Philoſophers Stone. 
My Station in Spain gave me an Op- 
portunity of making immenſe Acqui- 
ſitions, but I never made Uſe of any 
_ Sums, than were neceſſary to 
upport the Dignity of a Miniſter ; 
and to obviate all Jealouſies of grows+ 
ing rich at the Expence of the Publick, 
I would ſuffer none of my Relations 
to come to me. . 
I ſhall have as little Difficulty to ac- 
quit 
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quit myſelf from the Charge of Bi- 
0 gotry ;I believe it is pretty well known, 
[4 that caſuiſtical or controverſial Learn- 
Wl ing 1s not my Talent : I have been al- 
= ways perſuaded, that there ſhould be 
= no other Expedients for reconciling the 
different Opinions of Chriſtians, but 
i ſuch as are recommended in the Goſ- 
. pel; that is, Meekneſs, Forbearance, 
1 Sanctity and Purity of Manners; and 
i I flatter myſelf, the Miniſters of the 
"1 Proteſtant Powers, who reſided at the 
. Court of Spain, during my Miniſtry, 
will do me the Juſtice to acknowledge, 
i they never diſcovered any other Senti- 
maents in me, and J was ſo far preju- 
= dic'd againſt Perſecution, that I often 
i advis'd the King to grant Liberty of 
0 Conſcience ; but that was not all, I e- 
ven ventured to propoſe a Scheme for 
7 moderating the Power of the Inquiſiti- 
on, which, I am thoroughly perſua- 
ded, did not a little contribute to my 
Fall; and ſo far was I from any Im- 
putation of an exorbitant Zeal for 
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judices, purely national, I will pro- 
coeed in delineating the Plan of reducing 
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” me with favouring the Turks, in the 


laſt Hungarian War, by adviſing the 


EKing to attack Sardinia at that Time. 


Having now, I hope, removed Pre- 


the Turi Empire under the Dominr- 
on of Chriſtian Powers. 

This will, no doubt, appear to ſome, 
at firſt View, not only impracticable, 
but even impoſſible; but, I am con- 
vinced, it will prove an eaſy Labour, 
if the Princes and States of Chriſtendom 
will lay aſide their Animoſities and 
Ambition, and embark in this glorious 
Expedition, upon the Principles of 
Religion and Humanity only; but 
ſhould it be attempted upon any other 
Foundation, it will infallibly prove 
abortive. 

It muſt be acknowledged, the Turkiſh 


Dominions are very great, but I am ſo 


far from thinking, that Extent of 


Country will be a Barrier to them, that, 


on the Contrary, I am perſuaded, no- 
thing can tend more effectually towards 


facilitating the preſent Deſign. 
C The 
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The ſame Cauſe pav'd the Way to 
the Ruin of all the great Empires in 
the World, particularly that of the 
Romans; for being eco ea to ſend 
their Forces to the diſtant Provinces, 
either to repel Foreign Enemies, or to 
h ſuppreſs Domeſtick Commotions, they 
"ih enervated the Center of the Empire, 
Wl which for that Reaſon, fell into the 

i Power of the Barbarous Nations. 

Extent of Dominions proved no leſs 
fatal to the Saracens, and there is the 
. ſtrongeſt Reaſons to think, their Succeſ- 
WM ſors will not be more fortunate with 
j their mighty Kingdoms : But we muſt 
obſerve this Difference between the 
Condition of the Romans and that of 
the Turks, that the Reputation, Diſ- 
cipline and Valour of the former had 
render'd them formidable in all Parts. 
of the then known World, whereas all 
the Succeſſes of the latter were owing 
to their Numbers only, or rather, to 
the Diſſentions of Chriſtians. 

The Reputation of the Turkiſh Arms 
was never eſtabliſhed amongſt Chri/- 
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tians; but if ever they had any Preten- 
ſions to it, the Succeſs of the laſt War 
in Hungary muſt conyince them, that 
it was ill founded: There, the Germans 
under the Prince of Savoy, vanquiſh'd 
the Infidels in two ſignal Engagements 
in ſpite of their Numbers and other 
Advantages ; that of Belgrade can ne- 
ver be enough celebrated; there the 
Turkiſh Army was twice as numerous 
as that of the Chriſtians, whom they 
had, in a manner, beſieged in their 
Camp; they were, however, routed, 
and the Place taken with a Garriſon of 
twenty thouſand Men: So that it may 
be laid down as a Maxim, that an Ar- 
my of Chriſtians well diſciplined and 
commanded by a General of Reputati- 
on, will always conquer aT ur kiſh,cxcept 
their Diſproportion be very great; for 
their Numbers have often produced no 
other Effect, than to inhance their Con- 
fuſion and Diſorder. : 

The Spahies, or Horſe, were al- 
ways deſpiſed in the Chriſtian Armies; 
the Reputation of their Corps of Foot, 


| call'd 
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vi call'd the Fanizaries, much better; 
their Number amounts to about Forty 
1 Thouſand, and are, for the moſt Part, 
6 | the Tribute Children of Chriſtians : But 
9 it is very certain, that their Military 
'M Spirit has been in a declining State 
th fince the Battle of Vienna, in which 
„ Sobiesti, King of Poland, acquired 
by immortal Honour; and under Heaven, 
it is to his Valour and Conduct that 
Europe is indebted for the Enjoyment 
{| of the Chriſtian Religion. | 
. But nothing can exhibit a more con- 
it temptible Idea of the Turkifo Valour, 
| than the preſent War againſt the Per-

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If the Per ſſans, then, who were al- 
ways contemptible in War, as well a- 
mongſt Chriſtians as Turks, can obtain 


ſuch Victories, at a Time when the 


> whole Military Power of their Enem 
is employ'd againſt them, it will be 
no Paradox to ſay, our Deſign will 
meet with Obſtacles, the Turks having 
already loſt the Flower of their Troops, 
and their moſt experienc'd Officers in 
the Per an War. 

Having now, in ſome Meaſure, de- 
monſtrated the Facility with which the 
Turkiſh Empire may be ſubverted, we 
will endeavour to portray the Repar- 
tition, as well of the Nayal, as the 
Land Forces, and of the ſeveral Prin- 
ces and States that are to co-operate in 
this Grand Enterprize. 

The firſt Step to be taken, is, to ap- 
point a Congreſs at Nat iisbon, to which 
the Confederate Powers are to be invi- 
ted in the Name of his Imperial Ma- 
jeſt y. | 

There an Alliance is to be enter'd 
into for the Conqueſt of the Turkiſh 


Empire; 
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Empire; in which the Quotas of each 
are to be adjuſted, together with a Par- 
tition of the Conqueſts, and Equivalents 


in favour of ſuch Powers, as may pre- 
fer an Acceſſion of Territory near 
their antient Dominions, to any diſ- 
tant Acquiſitions; and a Plan of the 


Military Operations, of all which I 


have attempted the following Scheme.

Let us now proceed to make an Eſ- 
timate of the Naval Force neceſſary

Some will perhaps object, that a

Partition of the Turkiſh Ein pi, 2. 


HE Duke of Ho/ftein Gottorp to 

be declared Emperor of Conflan- 
tinegle, with all the Titles, Preroga- 
tives and Pre-eminences enjoy d by the 
laſt Emperors of Conſtantinople, ex- 
cept in ſuch Particulars as are altered 
by this Partition. 
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All the Turkiſb Dominions in Aa 


and Africa, with the Province of Ro- 
mania in Europe, to be annexed to that 
Empire, except as herein after is de- 
clared. 

That the Order of Succeſſion be He- 
reditary in his Male deſcendants only. 

As this vaſt Deſign could not be at- 
tempted without the Influence and 
Power of the Auguſt Emperor of the 
Romans, and as his IIluſtrious Houſe 
has been always the Rampart of the 
Chriſtian World againſt the Attempts 
of the Mahometans, it is propoſed that 


all Boſnia, Servia, Sclavonia, Macedo- 


ma and Wallachia, be yielded to his Im- 
perial Majeſty in property; and to bz 
under the ſame Proviſions, Diſpoſitions 
and Rule of Succeſſion with the Here-' 
ditary Countries, as ſettled by the Prag- 


matick Sanction. 
His Imperial Roman Majeſty is like- 


wiſe to have Precedence of the Empe- 
ror of Conſtantinople, and all other 
Chriſtian Potentates. 


The Dominions of her Cxariſb Ma- 
I jeſty 
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jeſty being already of great Extent, 
and as that extraordinary Princeſs has 
given the moſt ſhining Proofs, that 
publick Liberty is her principal View, 
with a fincere Deſire of propagating 
Religion, we have the greateſt Reaſon 
to conclude, ſhe will look upon the 
Conqueſt of Aſoph and Tartary, as a 
reaſonable Compenſation for her Pre- 
tenſions tothe new Conqueſts ; and that 
ſhe will acquieſce with the Reſtitution 
of her Part of Finland to the Crown of 
Sweden, as an Expedient that will con- 
duce very much towards preſerving 
the Tranquility of the North. 

As the Territories of France are 
large and flouriſhing, and as his moſt 
Chriftian Majeſty has given invincible 

Teſtimonies in the Courfe of the laſt 

War, that he is not actuated with the 
Spirit of Ambition, it is preſumed he 
will be contented with the Ceſſion of 
Tunis, and the Glory of having ſo great 
a. Share in ſubduing the inveterate Ene- 
my of Chriſtanty. 7s 

And towards the ' Zeal of his C N 

| ck 
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lick Majeſty, of which he has often 
given ſignal Proofs in Africa, it is pro- 
poſed the Confederates ſhall put him 
into Poſſeſſion of Alper. 

And as his Portugueſe Majeſty has 
always been animated with the like 
pious Intentions, it is propoſed to give 
him Tripoli; nor muſt it be forgot that 
his Anceſtors had often ſignaliz'd them- 
ſelves for the Faith, againſt the Infi- 
dels of that Country. 

As the Maxims of Great Britain, 


being a trading Country, will not per- 


mit her People to enlarge their Domi- 
nions, it is propoſed to give his Britan- 
nick Majeſty the Iſland of Candia, and 
the City of Smyrna in Propriety; nor 
muſt we pals it over in Silence, that no 
Princes were more zealous in promot- 
ing the Cauſe of Religion in the Holy 
Wars, than two valiant Monarchs 
of England. 

And as the States of Holland may be 
view'd in the ſame Light, the Iſland 
of Rhodes, with the City of Aleppo, 
will, we preſume, quadrate with their 
Affairs and Expectations inthe Levant. 
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In order to do juſtice to the Merit of 
his Daniſþ Majeſty, and as none of the 
Turkiſh Conqueſts ſeem to be ſuitable to 
the Situation of his Dominions, the 
Dutchy of Holſtein Gottorp ſeems to be 
much more ad vantageous to his Daniſþ 
Majeſty, to which the preſent Poſſeſ- 
ſor is to renounce all his Right, and to 
all his other Territories in Ho/ftein. 

And as diſtant Territories can pro- 
duce but ſmall Advantages to the 
Crown of Sweden, it is reaſonable to 
think a Reſtitution of the Ruſſian Part 
of Finland will be a better Equivalent 
with the Eſtabliſhment of the Crown 
of Sweden in the Houſe of He- Caſſel, 
to which the Duke of Holſtein Gottorp 
is to renounce all his Right. And it 


is hoped this Expedient will prevent 


Quarrels which might, one Day or other 
be dreaded from the Pretenſions of that 
Prince to the Crown of Sweden and 
the Dutchy of S/eſwick. 

It is for the ſame Reaſon that it 
ſeems neceſſary to add Tuſcany to the 
Dominions of his Sicilian Majeſty, 

who

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who has already given the World Earn- 
eſts of his Wiſdom and Valour. 

His Sardinian Majeſty having an 
uncontroulable Title from his Anceſ- 
tors to Cyprus, Juſtice demands it loud- 
ly for that young Hero, deſcended 
from a Race of Princes that were often 
celabrated for their Valour againſt the 
Infidels; and in regard to his Conduct 
and Magnanimity in carrying on the 
preſent Deſign, it ſeems to be highly 
reaſonable to reward him with the 
Milaneſe. 

As his Priſſian Majeſty is bleſſed 
with great and flouriſhing Dominions, 
and as he has always diſcovered the 
warmeſt Sentiments for the Publick 
Good, the great and fertile Iſland of 
Negropont will prove a valuable Addi- 


tion to his Prufian Majeſty's Territo- 


ries. | 
The Houſe of Bavaria has always 


deſery'd well of the Chriſtian World, 


and particularly in the Perſon of his

T may perhaps afford Matter of 
Speculation, that we ſhould take 
ſuch Pains to ſet Boundaries to the Pow- 
er of the Conſtantinopolitan Emperors 
in Europe, as well by Land as at Sea; 
but whoever reflects upon the great 
Extent of the Turk;j/þ Dominions in 
A and Africa, which by this Parti- 
tion, are to fall to the Lot of the Em- 
perors of Conſtantinople, except Smyr- 
na and Aleppo, with two Iſlands, it 
muſt be concluded, that the European 


Powers cannot be too watchful for 
their own Security. 


The World has too much Reaſon 


to lament the exorbitant Power of 


ſome Princes, ſince it has been often 
employ'd to no other End, but to ſup- 
Port ambitious and unwarrantable De- 


ſigns. | 


It is therefore prudent to contrive all 
45; Expedients 
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Expedients for preventing ſuch an Ex- 
ceſs of Power in any Prince, as ma 
render him a Terror to his Neighbours. 

It is hoped, indeed, that our Scheme 
of a perpetual Dyet, for eſtabliſhing 
the Tranquility of Chriſtendom, will 
produce the End propoled, but it is 
difficult to gauranty future Events; 
there is a ſtrange Rotation in the Courſe 
of ſublunary Affairs; nothing is more 
variable than Political Syſtems; Prin- 
ces that have been for ſeveral Vears at 
Variance, are in a Moment, thro' ſome 
new Influences or Speculations, run- 
ning into one another's Arms, and 
making Compliments of what had be- 
fore coſt Streams of Blood. 

It is not, then, impoſſible but the 
new Emperor, or his Succeſſors, may 
in Time, have Views that will not 
quadrate with the Intereſt of Europe; 
his Power cannot therefore, be too 
much confined on that Side; nor would 
it indeed be prudent to annex Romania 
to the new Empire, were it nat for the 
Conveniency of Proviſions, and to pre- 
vent 
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vent the Diſputes, or Quarrels, which 
might ariſe between the Inhabitants of 
Conſtantinople (who were always a ſe- 
ditious People) and the Subjects of the 
Roman Emperor; beſides, it muſt be 
obſerv'd, that certain Diſtricts, or 
Territories are always annexed to great 
Cities. | 

All Things being now ſettled in the 
Congreſs, for carrying on the War, 
the Tranſition to the Field will be na- 
tural. 


Scheme of the Military Operations. 


II would be of great Importance 

to have all the Armies in Motion 
at the ſame time, in order to ſtrike 
the greater Terror, amongſt the Infi- 
dels: But to proceed: 

The RNiſian Army is to march a- 
gainſt the Tartars of Crim, and Lit-

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further, than to plunder and burn,

ty, but that of ſecuring their 
Convoys from Nations that ſubſiſt by 


Rapine and Depredations. 


The Poliſh, Daniſh, and Swedifp 


Armies are to rendezyous upon the Vi, 
Tula, and to open the Campaign with 


the Siege of Choczim, the Turkiſh Fron- 
tier on the Side of Podolia The Place 
is well fortified, and will perhaps make 
a good Deſence; but as the Infidels 


will probably be attack'd, at the ſame 
time, on the Side of the Caſpian, in 
Greece, and on the Danube, they will 


not be in a Condition to bring any Ar- 
my into the Feild, formidable enough 
to releive it, ſo that it may be ſuppc- 


| fed, the Beſiegers will be Maſters of 
it in thirty Days, by opening Trenches. 


The Army is afterwards to march by 
the Nieſter, to reduce Moldavia, Buc- 


Zac 
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ziac Tartary, Trebezonde, and other 
Places on the North-Weſt Side of the 
Black Sea; and to be commanded by 
the Poliſh, Daniſh, and Swediſh Gene- 
rals, alternately. 

The German Army is to rendezvous 
at Belgrade, and to march to the Siege 
of Mixza; aſter the Surrender of which, 
Vidden and Nicoppolis, and ſome other 
Places, leſs important, upon the Da- 
aube, maſt be taken, which will pre- 
vent the Infidels from ſending Proviſi-

There mo — — — Places of 
Strength in the Turk; Provinces on 
that Side; but they are very inconſi- 
derable, when they are viewed in the 
ſame Light, with thoſe in Flanders 
and Germany, and may be all reduced, 
in one Campaign, by an Army that 
commands the Field: 

The Army of France and the other

my is to be commanded by his Sardi- 
nian Majeſty, or if that ſhould be 
found impracticable, then by a Mar- 
ſhal of France. 

Both Fleets are to rendezyous at 
Meſſina, where there is a large and ſpa- 
cious Harbour; a great Number of 
Tranſport Ships muſt be provided, 
which can be eaſily effected, conſide- 
ring the Nearneſs of Leghorn, Genoa, 
Naples, and other Ports in the Mediter- 
ranean; Part of the Forces may be 
put on board the Ships of War and 
Galleys, ſo that it may be computed, 
the whale Tranſport will be pertorm'd - 
in three Embarkations, by Reaſon of 
the Shortneſs of the Paſſage from Si- 
cily to the Morea, where the firſt At- 
tempt is to be made, by attacking Co- 
ron and Modon, which lye in the En- 
trance of the Archipelago. . 

The Iſlands of Mytelene and Tenedos 
muſt be taken likewiſe, as well on Ac- 
count of their ſafe and convenient 
Harbours, as their Nearneſs to the 
Dardanells. | The 
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The Dardanells are two ſtrong 
Forts in the Streights of Gallipoli, a- 
bout two hundred Miles from Conftan- 
tinople, one of which is in Europe, and 
the other in A/a, within Cannon Shot 
of each other: Thoſe Forts are look'd 
upon to be a great Security to Conſtan- 
tinople, but they are much inferior in 
Strength to thoſe in the Sound. : 

As the Attempt muſt be on that Ci- 
ty, and conſequently, the principal 
Scene of Action on that Side, we muſt 
be very particular in every Thing that 
relates to it. 69123 

There are ſeveral good Ports near 
thoſe Caſtles, capable of receiving nu- 
merous Fleets; the Country on each 
Side abounds with every Thing neceſ- 
ſary for ſupporting Armies; asW heat, 
Wines, and Cattle, and it is from thence, 
that Conſtantinople is chiefly ſupplied 
with Proviſions, | 

But this is not all the Advantage, 
that will refultfrom ſeizing thoſe Forts; 
it will not only cut off all Communi- 
cation between the Morea and Conftan- 

tinople, 
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tinople, but like wiſe with Egypt, which 
* that _ with ſeveral kinds 

Neceſſaries, ſo that there is Reaſon 
to think, it would ſoon be compell'd 
to ſurrender, for Want of Proviſions, 
which muſt be abundant indeed, to 
ſupport a Place, where there is above 
A Million of People. | 

Before I proceed further, it will be 
incumbent upon me, to obviate an 
Objection of no {mall importance that 
will naturally ariſe againſt thisscheme, 
that is, that the Power of the Infidels 
is very formidable, as well by Land as 
by Sea, and conſequently, that they 
will oppoſe the Progreſs of the Chri/- 
tian Arms. 


I have already in ſeveral Parts of 


this Eſſay, deliverd my Sentiments of 
the Turkiſh Armies, which are, indeed, 
very numerous ; but this I lay down as

As to their Naval Force, we grant, 
they have a great Number of Su/tanas, 
but their principal Strength is in their 
Galleys and Galleaſſes; it is however, 
ſo inconſiderable when oppoſed to that 
of the Chr iſtians, that we may affirm, 
they will not venture to appear at Sea 


againſt them. 


Their Naval Power never made any 
tolerable Figure in the World, ſince 


the Battle of Lepanto, where they re- 


ceiv'd a fatal Blow from the Venetian 
Fleet, under the Command of Don 
Fobn of Aufiria; nor is it well poſſible, 


that any Nation can be conſiderable 


at Sea, without an extenſive Navigati- 


on, which alone is the Nurſery of Sea- 


Men all other Expedients being vain 
and trifling. Now the Traffick of the 


 Mahometans is generally conhn'd to 


their own Dominions, being under a 
Prohibition of Trading with Chriſtians; 
ſo that they have no skillful Sailors, 
and conſequently, we may conclude, 


they are too prudent to hazard a Battle 


with ſuch a Chriftian Fleet, as is now 
propoſed, 
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propoſed, ſince under Providence, 
there can be no room to doubt, but 
Victory will fall to the Share of the 
latter. 

Let us now return to the Operations 
for the Chriftian Fleet and Army, be- 
fore the Dardanells, which being at- 
tack'd by Sea and Land, muſt fall into 
their Hands; after that, they are to 
proceed to the Bay of Gallipoli, where 
the Troops are to be diſembark'd. 

The Infidels have large Magazines, 
and a pretty ſtrong Fort at that Place, 
which muſt be taken in; then the Ar- 
my is to march to Galata, which is 
well fortified ; this Place is leſs than a 
French League to the Northward of 
Conflantinople, to which it ſerves for a 
Suburb ; bur it cannot make any long 
Defence againſt ſuch Forces; and' its 
Surrender will, no Doubt, be ſoon fol- 
low'd with that of the Seat of the Em- 

ire, which is not indeed tenable : As

other large Cities, which are deſigned 
for no other End, than to keep the In- 


| habitants in Awe. 


Some perhaps will object, that there 
are ſeveral Fortreſſes in Greece, and in 
the Iſlands that ought to be taken in 
according to the Rules of War, which 
require that no Enemy ſhould be left in 
the Rear; this, we muſt allow, to 
be the general Practice; but it is often 
diſpenſed with, upon extraordinary 
Emergencies, as it well may be, on 
this Occaſion ; ſor ſhould the Chriſtians 
poſſeſs Conftantinople, the Places in 
Greece mult fall of courſe, all their 
Communication being cut off with the 
other Turkiſþ Dominions ; beſides, it 
mult be obſerv'd, that the Loſs of the 
Seat of the Empire, where the Sultan 
hath his Magazines, Arſenals, Docks, 
and all his immenſe Treaſures of Mo- 
ney and precious Stones, &c, would 
ſpread ſuch a Conſternation thro* the 
whole Empire, that the Governors of 
thoſe Places would cheerfully accept 
"Ee of 


* 
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of any Terms ; for, generally ſpeak- 
ing, the Fate of a Country depends upon 
that of the Metropolis. 

Let us now ſuppoſe the Chriſtian 
Powers in Poſſeſſion of all the Turkiſh 
Dominions in Europe: Our next Pro- 
greſs muſt be to the Conqueſt of thoſe 
in Aſia and Africa. 

This will appear to be 4 much more 
practicable Task, than the former; 
ſince we may well imagine, the Infidels 
to have made their greateſt Efforts in 
Defence of their European Territories. 

It muſt be likewiſe obſerv'd, there 
is not one Garriſon in all their {/atick 
Dominions, or thoſe of Africa, that 
is fortified in the Modern Taſte; fo 
that we may ſay, the Chriſtian Armies 
would have little more Work upon 
their Hands, than to take Poſſeſſion of 
them. 

I am indebted for this Intelligence 
to M. Bernicr, a great Favourite with 
the Duke of Yendoſme, and a skilſul 
Engineer; he gave many Inſtances of 
his great Abilities 1n that Art, during 

E 3 the 
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the War that broke out in Tah in the 
Year 1701 ; it was then I contracted a 
ſtrict Friendſhip with him, on Account 
of his Merit, and his Addreſs in Con- 
ducting Affairs that required Secreſy 
and Management. 

I ſent this Gentleman, in the Year 
1730, to reconnoitre all the conſidera- 
ble Cities and Fortreſſes of the Turks, 
in Alia and Africa, where he. paſſed 
for a Muſſulman, and where he conti- 
nued three Years; and he aſſures me, 
that even their Frontier Towns there, 
have no other Fortifications but plain 
Walls and Ditches in the Manaer of 
the Antients. | 

| Before the new Expedition is under- 
taken, it will in all probability be 
found neceſſary, to form new Plans of 
Operation, in which it will be impoſ- 
ſible to preſcribe any other Rules, than 
this, that all Efforts ſhould be made to 
cement more and more the Union of 
Chriſtian Powers, which is the only 
Baſis of all future Hopes and Expec- 
tations, and the only Arcanum that can 
| pave 
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pave the Way to the Conqueſt of the 
Turk Empire in Aßa and Aftica, 
which may be accompliſhed in two 
Campaigns. 

But nothing can be more conducive 
towards attaining this deſirable End, 
than that the Revenues of the new Con- 
queſts ſhould be appropriated towards 
purſuing the grand Deſign; for we 
may well imagine, that a Miſappli- 
cation would create Jealouſies, that mutt 
be attended with fatal Conſequences. 

It is Iikewiſe abſolutely necetiary, | 
that no Alterations ſhould be made in 
the Taxes, or the Mode of collecting, 
for that has often given the greateſt 
Offence to the Chriſtzan Subjects of 
Turkey, when the Fortune of War 
threw them under the Dominion of 
Chriſtian Powers, and made them waſh 
for the Reſtoration of their old Go- 
vernors, with whom it is a Maxim, ne- 
ver to make any Alteration in their 
Taxes. 

Let us now ſuppaſe that three Cam- 
paigns will reduce the whole Turkifh 

Dominions 
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Dominions in Europe, Afia and Afri-. 
ca, under the Power of the Chriſtian 
Confederates ; our next Effort muſt 
tend towards a Scheme for preſerving 
them, which can never be effected 
without a Perpetual Dyet of the Chri ſ- 
tian Powers, veſted with Authority to 
determine all Diſputes and Controver- 
ſies amicably. 
Had ſuch a Tribunal, as this, been 
eſtabliſhed in Chriſtendom, we ſhould 
not have ſeen Europe ſo often haraſſed 
and diſtracted, by unreaſonable as well 
as unnatural Wars. 


SCHEME of a Perpetual Dyet. 


J. HERE ſhall be, ſor the fu- 
50 ture, a Perpetual Dyet, of the 
Miniſters, or Deputies of all the Sove- 
reign Princes and States of Chriſtendom, 

| 1 eſtabliſhed. 
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eſtabliſhed at Rati bon, to be under 
the ſame Regulations, and to have the 
ſame Forms and Manner of Procee- 
ding as are now in uſe in the German 


Dyet held there. 


II. All Controverſies that may ariſe 
amongſt Chriſtian Princes, or States, 
on Account of Religion, Succeſſions, 
Marriages, or any other Cauſe or Pre- 
tence whatever, are to be there deter- 
mined by ſuch a Number of Voices, 
as are required to make a Majority by 
the Conſtitution of the Empire: Such 
Determination to be made within the 
Space of one Year, to be computed 
from the Time any Controverſy ſhall 
be brought before the Dyet, 


III. In Caſe any of the Powers at 
Variance ſhall refuſe to ſubmit to ſuch 
Determination, within ſix Months af 
ter the ſame ſhall be notified Authen- 
tically in Form, then ſuch Power to be 
treated as a Diſturber of the Publick 
Tranquility, and the Dyet 1s to pro- 

cced 
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ceed againſt ſuch with Military Exe 
cution, until he or they ſhall ſubmit to 
their Deciſions, and make Reparation 
for all Wrongs, and reimburſe all the 
Expences of the War enter'd into for 
that Purpoſe. The Quota of the 
Forces of every Prince or State, to be 
fix d upon the Foot of the Matricula- 
tion now eſtabliſhed in the Empire. 
Thus I have given the Out-Lines of 


the moſt comprehenſive Defigns, that 


have ever appear'd yet in the World; 
one for ſubduing the haughty and vaſt 
Empire of the Twrks ; another for a 
Partition of the Conqueſts, and the 
third for ſecuring them, by this Scheme 
of a perpetual Pyet. 

What Succeſs my Endeavours will 
have, muſt be the product of Time; 
but the Judicious will ſoon diſcern the 
Labyrinths I maſt have paſſed thro”, 
to bring ſuch Projects to any Shape or 
Conſiſtency. 

Before J conclude, it will be proper 
to give ſome Character of the Turks. 

Of all Nations upon Earth, they _ 
che 
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the moſt finiſhed Bigots, and Slaves to 
Superſtition, as well in Peace as in 
War; a Notion prevailing amongſt 
them that they only are true Believers, 
or as it were, the E/ef; it is upon 
that fallacious Principle, that they aſ- 
ſure themſelves of Succeſs in all their 
Enterprizes ; but if they happen to be 
diſappointed in the Event, they con- 
clude their Prophet is angry with them 
for ſome Tranſgreſſions of his Law; 
which always diſcourages them from 
making any new Attempts, or even 
any tolerable Reſiſtance againſt Chri/- 
tian Armies. | 

This ill grounded Doctrine has, 
however, been often advantageous to 
the Chriſtians, in their Quarrels with 
the Infidels, and particularly in the laſt 
Hungarian War; for after they were 
defeated before Belgrade, the Place 
ſurrender'd immediately, tho? it was 
provided with a Garriton of twenty 
thouſand Men, as was obſerved before, 
with a Year's Proviſion, and that it is 
one of the ſtrongeſt Fortreſſes in the 


World. It 
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It · s thro? the Prevalency of this O- 
pinion, that no People are ſo ſlow in 
recovering their Loſſes, or Diſgraces; 
for they think it is vain to make any 
vigorous Efforts, *till they have ſome 
viſible Marks of being reſtor'd to the 
good Graces of their Falſe Prophet. 

It is very certain their Naval Power 
has not yet recovered the Blow which 
they received at Lepanto, near 200 
Vears ago, nor their Land Forces that 
at Vienna in 1683. 

Their Empire has, indeed, been in 
a languiſhing State for more than a 
Century, which has been, with great 
Juſtice, 1mputed to a general Corrup- 
tion and Venality, ſcarcely known 1n 
the World, ſince the Time of the Ro- 
mans; for every Thing is ſold amongſt 
theſe true Believers. 

And as no Nation is ſo ſlow in re- 
covering their Misfortunes, ſo none, 
ſupports them with leſs Fortitude, pour- 
ing all their Wrath upon the Head; of 
their unhappy Commanders, whenever 
Victory turns againſt them. 

WC There 
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There is, indeed, an important Ob- 
jection that lyes in our Way, and muſt 
be removed before we conclude, that 
is, that in Caſe the Chriſtians ſhould 
make War upon the Turks, the Pei fi- 
ans and Moors, (Subjects of Morocco) 
would run to their Aſſiſtance, all pro- 
ſeſſing the Doctrine of Mahomet. 

Let us ſuppoſe for the preſent, this 
to be true, it would, in my Judgment, 
produce no other Alteration in our 
Scheme, than to augment the Chriſtian 
Forces, which can be effected with the 
greateſt Facility, conſidering the for- 
midable Armies now on foot in Chri/- 
tendom. 

Should that be the Caſe, Perſia muſt 
be attack'd by the Troops of her Cza- 
rian Majeſty, and thoſe of Potand, 
Denmark, and Sweden, on the Side of 
Georgia, Gilan, and the Provinces on 
the South of the Caſpian Sea. 

And as to the Moors, it will be eaſy 
to give them a Diverſion on the Side 
of the Atlantick, and in Barbary; and 
nothing can furniſh us with a more deſ- 

picable 
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picable Idea of the Diſcipline of thoſe 
— than the many fruitleſs At- 
tempts upon fo inconfiderable a Place 
as Ceuta, ſor ſo many Vears: Beſides, 
it muſt be obſerv'd, that their Hatred 
to the Turks is implacable. 

But there are the moſt convincing 
Reaſons to believe, that neither the 
Moors nor Perſians would take any 
Part in the Turꝶiſb Quarrels, as well 
on Account of Religious Differences, 
as Intereſt} nor have I been able to 
collect, from any Hiſtory, that the 
Per tans ever ſent Succours to the Turks, 
in any of their Wars with the Chri/- 
t1ans; there are no Nations in the World 
ſo piqu'd at each other, tho both de- 
rived from the ſame Stock; and the 
Hatred of the Perfans to their Bre- 
thren is ſo boundleſs, that it is a ſay- 
ing amongſt them ; There is more Me- 
rit in killing one Turk than nineteen 
Chriſtians. 

To this we muſt add, that the Con- 
queſt of Turkey in Europe might be 
well effected, before either the Per fans 


O 
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gor Moors could ſend any Succours, con- 


= * fidering the preſent ſhatter'd and rui- 


nous Condition of their Armies and 
Affairs. 

But as all thoſe Mahometan Nations, 
Turks, Perſians and Moors, have for 
ſeveral Years been harraſs'd and waſted 
by ixteſtine Wars and Rebellions, it 
would ſeem, as if the Divine Hand was 
diretting the Chriſtian Sword to put a 
Period to the Dominion of the Infidels, 
and to accompliſh a Prophecy which 
is in ſeveral Copies of their Acoran, 
THAT IN THE LATTER TIMES, THE 
SwORD OF THE CHRISTIANS WILL 


RISE AND DRIVE THEM FROM THEIR 
EMPIRE,
